If this bz fo, it may be very well worth 
thefe Gentlemen’s Time to Contider, Whee 
ther they have not reafon to believe they:

rable Extreams? Whether the Queen’s Pa- 
tience with them, has not already exceeded. 
the’ ufual Rate of Princes? And whether 
they ought not to think either, That it is Ine- 
finite and Unbounded, which would be Pras 
phane ?

Or they m ft conclude, the Royal 
Patience is, hy their Intolerable Info- 
lencies, driven very near its Utmoft Ex- 
tent, that the Hand ou _Juftice is now life 
ing up, to dothem Rigacy chat Her Majer 
fty, Provok’d beyond all maaner of Bounds, 
js jak now taking up Reiolutions to Vine 
dicate Her Authority, at the Expence of 
tnofe that fo horribly Contemn it; and fo 
intalerably provoke it. : 
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1ay ‘be thofe Gentlemen may think 
they do not waat this advice, and go on 
to make the Experiment upon themfelves: 
The Nation, and the Government, I be- 
icve, do not detire, their doing themfelves 
| fo much Prejudice ; but certainiy while they 
| refufe to open their own Eyes, we are all

“Mot be wrought up to Tyranny, or to Ex. 
ecute arbitrary, or difpealing Power. 
__ But the Government may fecure them- 
felves, atthe Peril of thofe people, who have 
thus infolently alarm’d them. 
_ Can it be thought, any Government in 
the World, will wait to have their Autho- 
rity infulted, and the Minifters of State 
threaten’d ? Can the Queen, and the Mini- 
fters he thought fo mean, fo low. fpirited, 
as being thus Bullyed by the High Church 
Party, they fhould ftand ftill till they fee 
whether thefe Gentlemen will be as good 
as their Words, or no ; whether they will 
fecure themfelves at the Peril of the Misi- 
nifters of State, or No; whether they can 
be provok’d to what they talk of, or Nos 
whether Nature will be mov'd to Rebel agsinfh 
principle, or No. ;

Secondly, If this be not the Reafon, then 
thefe People may Conlider, Whether the 
Government, having Mark’d their Temper 
and Warmth, and wilely Ditcovering the 
proper Confequences of it, does not let thele 
Gentlemen alone, on purpofe that they may 
ge on tothe Decent Extream fuch things al- 
waysrun ont, viz. the Gallows, this may 
be prebable from the flignitican: Extentive 
Meaning of an Old Englifh Proverb, due to 
fone Pecples particular Behaviour, viz.

I contefs, 1 can give no other Account, 
why the Government fhould bear, and be 
uncencern’d at the Proceedings of thele 
People ; why they thould fuffer the Daily In- 
fults and A‘fronts of a Party, whofe Rage, 
like shat of the Devil, feems to be Great, be- 
caufe they cannot buc fee the Time is 
fhort. 

It would bea Thought below every Man’s 
Common Refpe& to the Government, to 
think they fhould be Thoughtiefs and 
Unconcern’d at a Party that had any 
probable Power to aét, what their Tongues 
give a Teft of their Inclination to 5 we do 
not find the Government fo Carelefs of their 
Safety in other Cafes If a Squadron of 
French Men of War, happen to remain at 
Brest, we fee the Publick Prudence takes 
care to leave a fuited Number of Ships be- 
hind, tho’ never fo much wanted in the: 
Sireights, left chat Squadron fhould Infuit 
our Coaft. 

If the Government takes no Notice of this. 
formidable Party,if they make no vilible Pre~ 
paration to fecure themfelves againft them 5, 
*tis cy me, a Convincing Proof, That they fee 
nothing at the Bottom of all this Blufter,that 
gives them any Concern ;-nothing that is for- 
niidable, but in the weak Imagination of the 
empty harmlefs Crearures themfelves, who 
make a great Nojfe, and baye no Power to 
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us Frighted at.
